One of the most interesting and curious 


little creatures in the iu«ect world, is the 
Ifruiey JJee. 
j'^or many bundled )e;ir> the 


habits of thesf wonderful insects have been 
carefully studied. 
Some jiersrins have spent 


their days iu ob.-ci'viiig these little busy an- 
imiils. 


Every association ofbces has three kind's 


—the queen, tlie drones, and wnrkeiS. 
Jt 


ib estimated that, a liive -usually contains 
from six to twelve thousand bees. In some 
small hives, hov.ever, the number is mueb 
ksa than six thousand, while large ones 
have been known to have as many as twen- 
ty thousand. 


There is only one --jueen bee iu each 


swarm, whetlfer large or -^mall. 
The aver- 


age proportion of drones is about lift}' to 
uach thounatul working 'noes, 
llunee^ about 


ijinetee!i-nvc!itiethi>"t'the bees in every hive 
are workers. 


THK L'KOXK. 


The drones are the largest bees in the fa- 


mily. 
Their bodies arc thick, short and 


cluuifc3", and thcv are about the .size of two 
working bees. 
Their wings arc large and 


long, and th^}' make a loud, buz/ing noise 
when living. They k;ive no sting, and may 
be handle1! without, harm. 


The drones arc the male bees. 
Thc3" 


live a life of idleues.s., tsikicg no part in the 
labor of the hive. Ijideed, they have not tbe 
power to coHcet honey, or to provide them- 
selves with food. 
They have neither bonc3T 


bass, such as workers have, to contain col- 
lected sweets, nor cavities upon their legs 
for the pollen. 


Were a drono'deprived of the privileges 


nf feeding 011 the stoics of the hive it would 
die. 
In one rosj -cct tbc3" have more liberty 


than the worker^,, far they arc perm itted to 
enter any hive, and live in the same manner 
as in their own. 


TIIJEL 


Tbe Quwn bee Is thc mother of the fam- 


ily, and .governs the hive. 
She is longer, 


and more slender than the drone, but not as 
large, and is larger in every respect than 
the worker- Her legs are longer, but her 
win«io are ?hor';cr in proportion than those 
of the drone or worker. 


The (jueen 5s vcrj- seldom seen. 
Some- 


times shu may be ob.-ervcd during thc time 
of sv.';u tiling. 
She may occasionally be 


found in Ivcr royal cell, when the bees have 
been destroyed with smoke for the purpose 
of obtaining their honey. 


Thc cjueeuii majestic in her movements, 


and is accompanied by a guard composed of 
twelve wwl/crs. This attendance is taken 
In turn, and never neglected. Wherever 
she eocs, the guard clears her path, always 
turning their faces towards her with the 
greatest respect. 


She is annul with a sting, but seldom 


uses it except against rival queens. 
She 


may be taken in the bare hand, and will 
seldom rthig when handled carefully. 
A 


tvorkc r. taken iu the same manner, would 
be dropped like a piece of hot iron. 


T'lie chief office of the queen IP to lay 


cggs, one of which she depositcs in each 
ceU. 
These eggs are of two kinds—drone- 


eg.us and worker-egg?. 
When a worker- 


egg is deposited in a royal cell, it becomes 
n. <juccn bee. There are seldom iiiore tban 
five or ten of these cells in one hive.

The queen usually commences laying as 


soon as the genial warmth of spring i-iimcs 
on. 
About the Sr.-t of May her "great lay- 


ing" takes place, when she depositcs from 
one to two hundred eggs per dav. In warm 
climates this peritxl may take place earlier. 


At iirst she deposited onlv worker-circs. 


then ?he lavs drone eggs for a few davs. and 
after tlii.- again produces worker-eggs. 
Du- 


ring the lime of lyj-jng the drone-eggs thc 
royal rrlls are liuilt: and when the queen 
commence.* laying worker-eggs for the sec- 
ond time, she (h-pnsiis every few days, one 
of ihc.se eggs iu a royal ceilj and froai lliCiC 
the <]UCf]i» arc j'rfducrd.

in tweniy-frar tJay?, the wrker in twenty 
d-ns. mid (lie 'jiioens in sixteen davs. 


Though a young <|iictn IH-C lias attained 


its crowtii. the workers will not allow it t<i 
c <aaif out nft In* wll as long as the old ']«ecn 


er .'•warm. 
After this thc second young 


(jnecn is released, and takes the government 
of tlie futility. 


If, however, thc workers decide, after a 


swarm has left, that no more can be spared 
from their colony, the young queen is, per- 
mitted to visit all the royal cells and destroy 
tlie inmates, thus preventing any rivals. 


A most extraordinary fact in the hi:-tory 


of the bee is, that if deprived of a queen, 
when there are no young queens or eggs in 
the royal cell.-, they take the larva of a work- 
er, place it in a royal cell, or build one of 
these cells around it, where by being led on 
royal j'Hy, it become.-; a queen. 


Tins is truly a wonderful provision of na- 


ture, and probably has no parallel. 
With- 


out such A lemarkablu airaiigement, this in- 
teresting insect might soon become extinct; 
for, if irreparably deprived of their royal 
member, thc whole family forsake their 
toils, give up their young, roam about in 
alarm, icfusiug to eat, and in a few days 
they all die.

At the last ac- 
counts a large party of armed Texans had 
assembled near Presidio, and threatened to 
attack the town if the fugitive slaves were 
not given up. It is intimated that there arc 
not less than two thousand fugitive slaves ] 
in the Mexican towns between the mouth of 
the Rio Grande and Presidio, iu Saatu 
Rosa, there are forty fugitives who escaped 
from otic plantation in Aikansas.
